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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The claims as now amended introduce new limitations not previously presented during prosecution, which 
change the scope of the claims and thus, would require further consideration and/or search. 


Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument that 'Tihon does not teach 
increasing a distance between a first and second tissue" was not persuasive since the device taught by Tihon is used for dilation 
purposes, albeit for dilation in the urethra. Applicants arguments that there is no suggestion to combine Gokcen with Tihon was not 
persuasive since ample motivation is provided by Gokcen to employ radiation as an effective means of treating prostatic cancer. The 
secondary reference recognizes utilizing radiation to treat prostatic conditions and also employs use of active agents (i.e., antibiotics) to 
combat infections. Applicant's arguments relating to the dose of radiation administered, which is now at least 70Gy, will be considered 
upon possible further search. Applicant's arguments directed to addressing each of the dependent claims has been considered. It is the 
position of the Examiner that the art, as a whole, teaches treatment of tissues (i.e., prostate gland) that would generally read on at least 
dependent claims 18-20. Further, for the reasons advanced in the Final Office Action, the instant invention is unpatentable over the 
combination reference teachings. Lastly, Examiner acknowledges Applicant's request for rejoinder of withdrawn claims upon allowance of 
the generic claims. 
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
